At The Unitarian. 


At the Unitarian church on State 


street there were appropriate decora 
tions of white and purplo flowers and 
tho music was selected foi tho occasion 
and finely rendered by the regular 
choir. Tho Eev. Alfred Gooding, pas 
tor, gave an excellent sermon, which, in 
part, was as follows: 


We come together this morning -with 


but one thought, to which I would seek 
to give utterance, however briefly and 
insufficiently. 
Since we last met here, 


we have passed with the rest of the na- 
tion through anxiety and dread into 
the regions of hope and cheerfulness 
aud even confidence, only to be thrust 
suddenly back again into a deeper feat 
and gloom. We have been taught afresh 
the uncertainty of human life,the inade- 
quacy of human skill, the inexorability 
of the divine laws. 


In sxch a death from such a cause, it 


is almost impossible to find even the 
slightest of those considerations whicl 
sometimes mitigate, or at least explain 
the tragedies of life. It all seems so 
absolutely without cause in any o 
those passions or enmities or feudi 
which 
often 
drive men to deeds o 


violence. 
President Lincoln's death 


was the culmination of a long civil strife 
of the bitterest character, when hu 
man passions had become roused to the 
mtensest pitch, 
when secession hat 


seen its last hope disappear and its las 
great army surrender. That a desper 
ale lover of the lost cause should seek 
vengeance in defeat by attacking th< 
head of the victorious government, wa' 
a deed easily understood. Almost an^ 
horror could be accounted for as tti 
outgrowth of the accumulated wratl 
and hatred of all those terrible years o 
conflict. 
When Garfield died, we all 


understood that it was directly or indi- 
rectly, a result of the existing evils of 
the civil service, of tho scramble for 
public office, with its inevitable disap- 
pointments and hatreds—and from that 
time on civil service reform received its 
greatest impetus and accomplished its 
most important work. Yes, the motives 
of those earlier assassins were born 
of the circumstances of the time. We 
can JQ&t eeo wherein they had their 
>rigin. Not so with this latest murder. 
We Fcarob iu vain for anything that 
might prompt it in the affairs of the 
time, in the conditions of tbe country. 
Never was there greater material pros 
perity than now, never was content 
more widespread, never wero industries 
of the country more flourishing. We 
have been wondering at it for years and 
fearing that it might come to an end, 
but it seems to go on with unabated 
momentum. 
Certainly, the motive for 


killing the president was not the out- 
growth of great popular discontent such 
as might exist in times of misery and 
starvation, such as we witnessed not 
long ago in Northern Italy. Nor did it 
have its source in sectional ill-feeling 
and jealousy, for the country was never 
more completely 
a nuit 
than 
it 


is 
today—its 
parts 
never 
more 


thoroughly 
welded 
together 
by 


common interests and ambitions. Nor 
was the president personally a charac- 
ter who drew upon himself tbo ill will 
of others—on the contrary, he was an 
uncommonly genial and lovable person, 
universally liked for his admiiabjo per 
sonal qualities. 


No, tbe motive of the assassin in not 


to be found in any concrete facts of the 
day, of our time and country,but in a 
mere theory maintained by a very limited 
number of persons, and in itself utterly 
visionary and impOHsiblo. The theory, 
namely, that all law all government, 


whether monarchical or republican, 
whether hereditary or elective, is an 
ivil, and ought to be abolished, and that 
he way to abolish it ia to strike down 
ta chief representatives. What an ex 
raordinary thing, that a mere pbilot'O 
jhicul theory, should have given the im 
pulse to the committal of tho most ccii- 
picuons crimes of the last decade. That 
which neither material want uor discon 
eut could bring about, has boon accom 
jlished by the dread doctrines of unar 


sm working upon diseased anu de 


>raved naiads. 
1 must say that the 


fath of the president, aeems to me all 
.he more lamentable when we think of 
toe utter triviality of the motive that 
ed to it. 


And yet, as Americans, we may re 


oicp that this melancholy event did 
not have its origin iu any real existing 
evils among us, in any faults of our 
civilization, or any tyranny of govern- 
iient, in any great mass of material mis 
ery or even in Ihe opinions of any con- 
siderable number oi our people. 
The 


death of the president does not rebuke 
is for deep-lying fault in our political 
system or in the social and industrial 


outlitionsof our timo. If any reform 
is suggested by it, as the reform of the 
civil service was suggested by Gar field's 
death, it is that at least timo some lim 
it should bo put to freedom of speech 
ivhon that ppuech aims to incite men to 
violence. 


Yes it is comforting just to consider 


that although there is a tendency toward 
socialism among us, those people who 
call themselves anarchists are absolute 
remote in their theories from tho pre 
vailing drift of American thought. An 
urchimn and sociahbm are often confused 
by those who know very little about 
either, but in reality they are opposite*- 
of each other. The socialist bolievcs in 
the greatest possible extension of the 
functions of the state, in an all pervad 
ing goveinmcut which shall own and 


hospitable to all things new and strange, 
there is no general drift toward belief 
in anarchism, but rather the utmost hor 
ror of It. 
Its adherents are fow and 


weak—strong only in the desperation of 
the murderer. 


This is not, perhaps, the time or 


place for any elaborate expression of 
opinion concerning Mr. McKinley's 
public lifo. 
Ilia administration, 
we 


should all agree, was a noteworthy one, 
full of extraordinary events, war and 
rumors of war, extension of territory an 
amnxing industrial and commercial de 
velopment, new and strange problems 
to deal with. The president approached 
them all with a fair and open mind, 
and solved them 1 believe, to the best 
of his ability, and to the satisfaction of 
a huge majority of the people who had 
elected him to office, I shall not for 
get his conservation and equanimity, 
his efforts to keep tho peac», when 
war with 8pain threatened, and I ra 
spect the man who in mature years 
could advance from the position of the 
Vlclunley tariff till to that of the lust 
public speech of his lifo. 
However 


capable his buccensor may be, we filial 1 
not coiiso to regret Unit tha lato presi

'igitator, who is looked upon as the 
founder of anarchism did not, however, 
advocate tho immediate abolition of gov

would become unnecessary. When all 
people should become perfectly virtn 
ous, reasonable, just and unselfish, then 
we should need no government with its 
lawmakers, its 
police, 
ita military 


forces, etc. But the modern disciples 
of Proudhon have apparently abandoned 
his view of anarohy as a result of man's 
attainment of perfection, and look upon 
it as an infallible means to such attain 
meat. They believe in the immediate 
abolition of government. As a recant 
writer has said, "they imagine that 
all our moral and social ills are due to 
the pressure of artificial laws. And thai 
if these laws wero done away with, we 
should at once live Godly, righteous, 
nnd sober lives and consequently enjoy 
unity, peace and concord." Some be 
lieve in seeking this end through thf 
alow proce1 s of moral suasion. Others 
assnme that tLo best and quickest waj 
to make the anarchistic ideal n reality 
is to destroy tha persons who represent 
existing government. And BO we have 
the strange spectacle of a visionary and 
impracticable theory causing some of 
the most conspicuous tragedies of mod 
ern times. But for this, we could afford 
to ignore anarchism as an idle vagary 
of unsound minds, for tho whole ten 
dency of the age,as represented in social 
ism, is away from Anarchism, theaboli 
tion of government, and toward a moat 
elaborate and paternal system iu which 
the individual is wholly subjected to 
society. As it is, the world cannot af 
ford to ignore anarchism. 
Something 


must be done to suppress at least the 
public proclaiming of a theory which 
is capable of inspiring its scanty believ 
ers to treacherous aHsaasination of the 
good and great. 
Yet there is coasola 


tion in knowing that even in this age of

Dr. McBuruey, the New York sur- 


geon, Inclined to the belief that the 
first shot was to a great extent re- 
sponsible for the weakness, of the 
heari, which was always the most 
serious feature of the president's case. 
During his treatment the physicians 
administered oxygen, digitalis, cam- 
phor, strychnine and adrenalin. The 
president was in a comatose state for 
about eix hours altogether. He did 
not suffer much pain, and there was an 
absence of stertorous breathing, which 
frequently proves such a distressing 
accompaniment of a weak heart.

For tl»e 1'reneut 


Will Kcumin Iu OUU'.-. 


Washington, Sept. 14. — Secretaries 


Hay and Gage have held a conference, 
at the conclusion of which it was stat- 
ed that in all probability the meinbeis 
of the cabinet would not tender their 
resignations until after President M.C- 
Kiuley's funeral. They have not been 
n consultation with the members of 
.he cabinet now at Buffalo, but the 
>'iew was expressed that there would 
3e no difference of opinion on that 
point. 


Of the eight men who entered Presi- 


dent McKinley's cablue,t at the begin- 
dng of his lirst administration only 
three remain. These are Secretary of 
the Treasury Gage, Secretary of the 
Navy Long aud Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wilson. 


The greatest number of changes have 


taken place in the state department 


d the department of justice. Three 


men have served as the head of tho 
state department since the 4th of 
March, 1807. The first of these was the 
late lion. John Sherman, who surren- 
dered his place in the senate to become 
he premier of Mr. IMcKinley's lirst cab- 
inet. At the outbreak ot the Spanish 
war he retired aud was succeeded by 
Judge William Da> of the president's 
own cityTif Canton, who when the war 
iiad closed gave place to the present in- 
cumbent. lion. John Hay, who had 
been Mr. McKinley's minister to Great 
Britain. All three were Ohio men. 


The first attorney general under 


President McKinley was the present 
Supreme Court Justice Joseph McKen- 
na. When he became a member of the 
supreme court, he wras succeeded by 
Governor Griggs of New Jersey, and 
the latter was at his own request re- 
lieved at the beginning of the present 
term, Mr. P. C. Kuox, the incumbent, 
assuming the office. 


In each of the postoffice, war and in- 


terior departments there has been one 
change. Mr. Smith svieccecUd Mr. Ga- 
ry in the postoflice, Mr. Hoot General 
Alger in the war department, and Mr. 
Hitchcock Mr. Bliss in the Interior de- 
partment. 


It is not believed here that President 


Roosevelt will find it expedient or nec- 
essary to summon congress to meet in 
special session. There is only a very 
ujeager sprinkling of sjeuatprB aq4 
members of _thg_ house of representa- 
tives In Washington, but those here. 
generally hold the 6pluton above ex- 
pressed. Some even go to the extent 
of predicting that there will -not u.e an 
extraotdinaty session of the senate, 
though on this point there is a differ- 
ence of opinion. The matter is entire- 
ly optional" with the new president. 


The last congress performed its work 


so completely that in case the entire 
body should be brought together in ex- 
tra session there would be no special 
service for It to perform, and there 
would be little more to do than to con- 
firm the nominations to otlice made by 
the president. It would not. of course, 
be necessary to summon the entire con- 
gre«B for this purpose, and If there 
ihould be a desire on the part of Mr.

PUNISHMENT OF OZOLGOSZ. 


He Will Speedily Suffer the Law'* 


Penalty l>y I>eatb. 


Buffalo, Sept, 14.—Leon Czolgosz now 


stands accused of murder. It was with 
malice aforethought and as such was 
murder lu the first degree, the punish- 
ment of which under the laws of the 
state of New York is death in the elec- 
tric chair. Had the death of the presi- 
dent occurred at any other time than in 
the early hours of the morning it would 
have boded 111 to the evil genius of this 
fearful episode. The angry spirit of 
the people here had reached an intense 
pitch when it first became known that 
the president would die, but It was fol- 
lowed by a calmer feeling. 


Foreseeing the danger of possible riot, 


the police headquarters, where Czol- 
gosz is confined, were roped off aud 
menacing thousands held at bay. The 
entire police force of the city, regulars 
and reserve, are held on duty. Two 
regiments of the national guard of New 
York are at their armories ready for 
instant service If required. 


For the moment the auger of the out- 


raged people Is forgotten In their poign- 
ant grief, aud this will doubtless con- 
sign Czolgosz to the swift and Inevita- 
ble punishment provided fty law. 


The Commercial says: District Attor 


ney Thomas Penney today took steps 
to bring Leon Czolgosz. the assassin of 
President McKinley, to an Immediate 
trial for that crime. 


On Monday morning Mr. Penney will 


present to the county court grand jury, 
now in session, thp evidence of the das- 
tardly crime, and there is iiot the 
slightest shadow of doubt that Leon 
Czolgosz will be indicted for murder in 
the nrst degree. 


County Judge Edward Iv. Emery will 


Immediately receive the report of that 
indictment from the grand jury. Dis- 
trict Attorney Penney will at once 
move that the iudlctment be transfer- 
red to the supreme court for trial, as 
capital offenses cannot be tried in the 
county court. Judge Emery will grant 
the desired order of transfer. 


Then CxolgoHz can he ttrraigncd to 


plead to the indictment on Monday, 
Sept. 23. That Is the earliest day up- 
on whleli the priaonei can be brought 
before the court, as at present there Is 
no session of the supreme court. On 
Sept. 23 Justice White will convene 
the regular September term of part 
three of the supreme court, which part 
Is set aside for the trial of criminal 
cases. 


Should the murderer inform the court 


that he has no counsel and that he has 
no means with which to employ one, 
the court will be required to assign an 
attorney to defend the prisoner upon 
the trial of the indictment for murder- 


District Attorney Penney is perfectly 


confident that Czolgosz will be convict 
ed of the crime of murder in the first 
degree—that is, that the crime was de- 
liberate and premeditated and the pen- 
alty for which, under the laws of IS'ew 
York state, Is death by electrocution. 


District Attorney Penney will permit 


of no delay, > and the assassin will be 
given a speedy trial by a jury. 


WANTED TO KILL &OLDMAN. 


Female Auarcliist Spirited Away to 


Prevent Lynclilnur. 


Chicago, Sept. 14.—Emma Goldmau, 


who is looked upon as the most impor- 
tant of the anarchists incarcerated 
here, was spirited away from the wom- 
an's annex of the Harrison street po- 
lice station when It was learned that 
the president was dead. 


She was hastily put in a cab by two 


policemen. The police tried to keep 
the matter secret and denied it for 
some time. 
It was later admitted, 


liowever, but Captain Mahoney refused 
to tell where the woman had. been tak- 
en. Her removal, he said, was merely 
a precautionary measure and it was 
probable she would soon be brought 
back. 


Wnile Miss Goldman was being hur- 


ried to safety in a cab a crowd num- 
bering about 100 men started for the 
annex, loudly threatening to lynch 
Miss Goldman. They, had waited in 
front of the bulletin board until all 
hope was gone apd then startejj out to 
execute vengeance. 
After proceeding 


a few blocks, however, cooler heads tn 
the crowd succeeded In checking the 
excitement, and somewhat later the 
crowd 'dispersed. 


Nq 'disturbance was reported by tlie 


officials at the county jail, where the 
local anarchists are locked up. 


Reporters have not been able to see 


Miss Goldmau in regard to the seeming 
cpqftjet in the stories told by herself 
and to the Buffalo doctor, Saylin. Chief 
Matron Keegan, who has had charge 
of Miss Goldman, told a reporter that 
when Miss Goldman heard that the po- 
lice were getting a statement from Dr. 
Saylin she said: "He's likely to get 
us all in jail. He hasn't the memory 
for dates that I hare, and if he trusts 
to his memory I'm afraid he'll make 
trouble."

TLe harpoon is about six feet in length 


and very massive. It consists essentially 
of three parts—the anterior conical por- 
tion, the movable barbs and the shaft. 
Q'he anterior conical piece is an explosive 
shell filled with gunpowder and screws on 
to the rest of the harpoon. TUc explosive 
shell is fired with a time fuse after the 
harpoon is imbedded in the whale. 


Behind the explosive conical piece lie 


the four barbs, .situated at right angles 
to each other. These barbs arc always 
bound down tightly together with thin 
rope when the harpoon is going to be dis- 
charged. As the harpoon penetrates the 
flesh of the whale this rope gets brushed 
oft" the barbs and in doing so pulls a wire, 
which sets fire to the fuse and it explodes 
thu shell in a few seconds. 
The shell 


pets blown to pieces rind makes a terrific 
wound in the whale's interior, and the 
explosion causes the four barbs to stand 
out so that it becomes impossible for tbe 
harpoon to be withdrawn. The rest of 
the harpoon consists of a long shaft with 
a slot in it, in which a ring moves freely 
•\\ ith the rope attached. 


If the whale is at all well hit, the har- 


poon gets imbedded about five feet, and 
unless the rope break1? the animal cannot 
escape. The rope, which is a very stout 
one, passes from the harpoon on to a 
round tray in front oC the cun, whore a 
coil of 50 feet or so lies. It then passes 
backward over a pulley ou to the drum of 
a double steam winch supplied with au 
immensely powerful brake. 


Taken all in all the bm'poon gun is 


about the most exquisitely cruel instru- 
ment of destruction doviseil by the in- 
genuity of man! But it is only when one 
sees and knows the prodigious brute it is 
meant to destroy that one realizes that it 
Is nevertheless none too effective. 
The 


sun is never discharged at a greater dis- 
tance than 50 f eet aud seldom, indeed, at 
more than 30 from the whale. To be able 
to got so near requires not only very fine 
seamanship, but a very intimate knowl- 
edge of the habits of the animal.— Pear- 
son's Magazine.

Arsenic is principally eaten by hunters 


and woodcutters with the object of ward- 
ing off fatigue and improving their stay- 
ing powers. Owing to the fact that the 
sale of arsenic iff illpgal in Austria with- 
out a doctor's certificate it is ditlicult to 
obtain definite information of a habit 
which is kept as secret as possible. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Lorenzo, in that district 
the arsenic is taken fasting, usually in a 
cup of coffee, the first dose being minute, 
k"t increased day by day until it some- 
times amounts to the enormous dose of 
111 or 15 grains. He found that the ar- 
cnic enters wore usually long lived, 
though liable to sudden death. 
They have 


a very fresh, youthful appearance aud 
are seldom attacked by infectious dis- 
eases. 


After the first dose the usual symptoms 


of slight arsenic poisoning are evident, 
but these soon disappear on continuing 
the treatment. 


In the arsenic factories of Snlzborg it is 


stated that workmen who are not arsenic 
eatei s soon succumb to the f nines. 
The 


manager of one of these works informed 
Mr. Heise that he had been medically ad- 
vised to eat arsenic before1 taking up his 
position. 
He considered that no one 


should begin the practice before 12 years 
old nor alter JtO and that in any case aft- 
er 50 j ears of ape the daily dose should 
be gradually reduced, hince otherwise 
sudden death would ensue. 
If a con- 


finned :u sonic cater suddenly attempts 
to do altogether without the ding, he im- 
mediately succumbs to the efforts of ar- 
senic poisoning. The only way to oiniate 
this is gradually to acclimatize the sys- 
tem by reducing the dose from day to 
day. 
As another evidence of the cumu- 


lative properties of arsenic it is interest- 
ing to note that wh<;n 1he graveyards in 
upper Ktyrin nre opened the bodies of Uio 
arsenic eaters *in be distinguished bj 
their almost perfect state of preservation, 
due to the gradually accumulated arsenic, 
—Science Gossip.

BASUTO MARRIAGE CUSTOMS. 


The Fatter the Bride the More Cnttl* 


She CoHta. 


Among the curious customs of the Ba- 


suto—customs which, never change, but 
are handed down from generation to gen- 
eration—are those connected with mar- 
riage. Suppose, good reader, you were a 
young Basuto and had been smitten by 
tbe sight of a pretty face (the Basuto 
idea of beauty is quantity; the lady must 
be fat—very fat—or she has no chance of 
beingr considered beautiful), you would be 
an aggressor against the laws of etiquettt 
were you to speak to her, though yot 
might look at her admiringly. Should th« 
attraction prove irresistible, your proper 
cotus.e of procedure would be to hunt up 
some old lady friend—if a mutual friend 
bo much the better—and confide to her 
your wish to settle down and marry that 
particular fair one, begging her to ar- 
range everything for you as soon as pos- 
sible. This she would gladly do, taking 
the first opportunity to call on the mother 
or friends of tbe wished for bridr*. 
The 


two ladies would then talk it over, dis- 
cussing •v.ays and means and your posi- 
tion in Basuto society. A large amount 
of tact is necessary, as the mother of the 
lady must be convinced that the marriage 
is in every way desk able. If your friond 
could convince her that such was the 
case, you might consider that fortune 
smiled on your cherished plans. 


To secure to the lady of your choice tha 


full rights of a wife you would pay over 
to your future father-in-law so many 
head of cattle, according to agreement, 
w hich is always based on the supposed 
vuluf of the bride, her social position, per- 
sonal appearance, height, size, beauty, 
ftc. This transfer of cattle makes bind- 
ing the marital contract, securing the 
•woman from ill treatment at tho hands of 
hi'i- hii'.haml; foi, should he ill use her, 
she may return to her father or guardian, 
and so the mnn loses both his ^ife and 
his oven. The parents of your wife would 
aigue that the payment of cattle was the 
very lea^t you could do to recompense 
them for all the terrible anxieties and ex- 
pense that they had gone to in bringing 
up their daughter for you. Nor do the 
F.usuto o\fr alter in this ict-pect; even 
should they become Chiibtians their 
clni'fh compel the payment of cattle for 
thi'ir whcs. Of course, herein lies the 
pxpl.ination of the joy manifested at the 
bath of a girl in a Kas,uto family. She is 
taken up and exhibited by her grand- 
mother, •uho fiibt Maps her and then 
Kisses her, saying: ''Luck! From this 
child come many beids ot cattle!" 
The 


birth ot a boy, on the other hand, is de- 
plored, for he is regarded as an expensive 
and unprofitable trouble. 


But to resume. Being now a son-in- 


l.iw you musit have a oaro how you deport 
yum sole towaid your father-in-law, as 
you will be expected to take a subservient 
position in regard to him. He may send 
for you at any hour of the day or night 
to do all kinds of menial work, and you 
maj refuse only at your peril. He can 
require you to prepare skins; bray, dry 
and clean them for him; plow his fields, 
sii\\ seeds and attend to his crops; in fact, 
you are initially his servant. For the 
first year alter your marriage you would 
not take your wife far away from her 
father's home, but would dv,ell with her in 
a kraal clo&e to her parents. On the birth 
of the first child you would perform the 
ceromony of mokadee, which consists in 
presenting your mother-in-law with a cer- 
tain number of cattle. Until this time 
you are not allowed to speak to your 
mother-in-law, or even to look at her; 
should you meet her unexpectedly, polite- 
ness and custom make it necessary th 
you should hide your head. 


As a Basuto you need not limit your 


attentions to one wife, although you 
would distinguish your favorite lady as 
your "chief" wife, and it is her children 
who inherit, her &on being known as the 
"great" son.—Chambers' Journal.

The portraits 
of the seventies record the changing 
fashion and it was part of it that the 
age of beauty was thought to come later 
in the life of woman. The type passed 
to exaggeration in the aesthetic craze, 
hut, all the same, throat and chin. and 
mouth and pallor ruled us and eyes and 
complexion went for little or nothing. 


But the reaction was inevitable and not 


long delayed. It has come already. 
Women have again uncannily changed 
themselves for the destruction of man. 
The Rossetti type is disappearing and 
gradually giving place to two other types, 
which indeed have little in common. One 
may frankly be called the Romney type. 
The hair is brown and curly, the face 
is short, the nose 5s slightly upturned, 
the corners of the mouth turn up a little 
too. 
The only word of praise which 


you know would be inapplicable is "dig- 
nified." It Is a soubrette kind of beauty, 
captivating, provocative, domestic, cer- 
tainly not overintellectual, with no great 
tendency to literature or art, winsome, 
and conscious of its irresistibility. Yoii 
see it just now largely leavening all 
classes of English society. 
There is 


nothing of the grande dame about it. 
Can yon fancy one of the Rossetti-Pu 
Maurier type beauties ever stooping to 
conquer, ever descending to the barmaid, 
and yet remaining Miss Hardcastlo? 
You will see the type all through London 
today, in ladies, in shopgirls, in serv- 
ants, a type very attractive for its 
healthy, lovable comeliness. 
Komney 


gave it to us for our admiration, and 
the London hairdresser has helped most 
girls more or less to come under it. The 
short locks with the curves support the 
curves of the retrousse nose, give zest 
and piquancy to the impertinence of the 
face, and give to the whole type its pro- 
vocative charm. It certainly is not a re- 
fined kind. The- face is broad, fat, white. 
The nose is rather shapeless. The ears 
are rather large and decidedly ugly. The 
mouth has little form in its lines, no 
firmness when it closes, little expression 
when it lies open. The roll of that black 
hair accentuates all these defects, and 
brings many individuals, really unlike, 
apparently under the same type.

won't last. 


But there is another form of 'face 


which we have begun to see latterly 
which is a type and which has come to 
stay. Its beauty is more or less that ot 
the early Victorian type. The eye here 
has for its essential a natural outlook. It 


not beg the charity of notice, it 


does not care for it, but enjoys itself in 
the world and has its beauty from its 
pleasure. 
The bridge of the nose now 


returns to its normal importance. 
It is 


seen as that of the delicately lifted 
aquiline. 


Du Maurier thirty years ago annexed 


the high bridge, accentuated its defects 
and made it the special preserve of the 
dowager duchesses. The ugliness of the 
exaggeration has now passed away. The 
delicate aquiline has a beauty of its own, 
especially when with it comes in once 
more the large eye thait has room for a 
large lid. This type has also the charm 
of complexion, a. wholesome red < and 
white, cheeks that can blush subcutane- 
ously, a face that ignores the surface of 
powder and the tint of rouge. 
Thi« 


beauty, all tho game, is rather dollish 
and of a stupid kind, with its chin apt 
to be weak and its brow low and shelv- 
ing. 
It is essentially aristocratic and 


belongs to the granddaughters of Du 
Manner's dowagers.—London News.

MICROBES. 


Nature'* Great and Unfailing "Weapon 


Agatnit Them I« Sunshine. 


Half the deaths in the world are now 


known to be caused by microbes. In nor- 
mal health about 70 distinct species are 
ordinarily present in the whole body. Lo- 
cal or climatic conditions might lessen the 
number somewhat or increase it to sever- 
al hundred. 


The entire mucous membrane of the 


body is infested by microbes. The eye is, 
however, comparatively free, because it 
is constantly washed by tears. The di- 
gestive organs, next to the skin, contain 
the most microbes. Thirty species iuhnb- 
it the mouth, 30 the stomach and 45 the 
lower part of the interior of the body. 


The tonsils in the throat are often found 


to contain germs of all sorts. The lungs, 
windpipe and bronchial tubes are always 
likely to contain a few tubercle bacilli- 
diphtheria, influenza and pneumonia. The 
liver and kidneys harbor germs of cancer, 
tuberculosis, malaria and typhoid fever. 
Sometimes all of these are present at the 
same time along with many harmless 
germs. 


If a section of the ordinarily healthy 


forearm were placed under the micro 
scope, it might s,how here and tbere tuber- 
cle, tetanus '{lockjaw), inalariaPov blood 
poisoning bacilli, but they would be rare. 


Nature's great and unfailing--weapon 


against microbes is. sunshine. Sometimes 
it takes a few minutes, sometimes weeks, 
but in the end a direct ray of sunlight 
will kill any microbe. 
What are microbes? They are very low 


orders of animal or vegetable life. The 
majority of those which inhabit the hu- 
man body are believed to be vegetable. 


The air swarms with microbes. Exper- 


iment shows that in one minute in the air 
of a living room from 50 to 100 microbes 
will fall on one square inch of gelatin. 


One microbe, the Mycoderma acetl. Is a 


dipsomaniac. No human being ever had 
the thirst for alcohol that this microbe 
possesses. It will turn the finest wine 
ever made into vinegar in a few hours. 


Strange to say, this groggy microbe 


never touches liquor which contains

He must have savoir 
faire and be able to set an example to 
his pupils in culture and refinement. 


•''The ordinary pay of n teacher at the 


beginning is $000 per year. By an exhi- 
bition of special excellence iu his depart- 
ment he can rise iu the profession to be a 
principal or even a college professor. Al- 
though the work of the primary school 
teacher is infinitely more exacting lie is 
not paid nearly so well as one lUio labors 
in high or even intermediate grades. 


"For reasons which are incomprehensi- 


ble to me women teachers are never paid 
as much as men for the same work. It ia 
not at all umisunl for us to receive a let- 
ter from some school requesting a teach- 
er for some particular department. 
It 


makes no difference to us, the letter wi(i 
say, whether you send us a man or wom- 
an, but if a man the salary will be a thiid 
more than to a woman. 


Because a teacher foils to make a suc- 


cess in his first charge it does not at all 
follow that he is unfitted for the profes- 
sion. In fact, I frequently send teachers 
to beginners' positions in the belief that 
the experience they will receive there will 


his science, however, it all appears excep- 
tionally simple. One of the best known 
of these experts a few days ago explained 
his plan of work in this wise:

Every letter in every word i* 
dissected, and each departure from the 
standard is noted. These dissimilarities, 
taken in full, will be iuvarnbly found to 
be characteristic of the writer. Iu spite 
of himself they will appear to a greater 
or less extent in everything that he writes. 


"Having thus analyzed the suspect, I 


take up the specimens of known author- 
ship and regarded as being very likely of 
identical authorship with thu suspect. 
These specimens we call the exemplars. 
They are analyzed and dissected, just as 
in tho case of the suspects. 
It will be ] 


very easy iu most cases to say that cer- 
tain of the exemplars could not have been 
penned by the author of the suspect, and 
after more careful examination it will be 
possible to say with accuracy whether the 
suspect was written by the writer of one 
of the exemplars, and if so, which one. 


"In cases of disguised handwriting the 


difficulty is generally not greatly increas- 
ed. A person simply cannot avoid betray- 
ing himself in his penmanship, and al- 
though be. may successfully disguise a 
few letters, in the main the natural dis- 
similarities from the accepted standard 
will be evident and unmistakable. 


"In cases of disguised handwriting the 


expert must first determine the method of 
tho disguise so as to know what are the 
real and what th« unreal features of the 
person's regular handwriting which are 
here displajed. 
Having determined tho 


method the rest is easy, for on adjust- 
ment can be made in every casts just ai 
the snueyor allows iu his calculations 
for abnormal Influences upon hia com- 
pass."—New York Times.

balance when taking a high dive, but be- 
ing gi'wrally cool headed he can regain it 
or at any nite sulhciently bo to prevent 
injury to himself, for if he came from a 
great he-ight Hat on to his stomach ha 
would, wo arc told, bo torn open, most 
probably \\ith fatal results. While this 
presumably is anatomically possible, it in 
doubtful whether there is any actual case 
on record among nutdlcal and diving au- 
thorities. 


IHvers sometimes go deaf through not 


sufficiently protecting the face and head. 
Mirny find it difficult to drop the lu>nd 
sufficiently to got it well between tho 
arms; the result is they get some tremen- 
dous blows on the head, and if the water 
is struck sideways the ear gets most of 
the concussion, and the result will not im- 
probably be a rupture of tho membrane 
of the tympanum.

In diving you must have perfect control 


over yourself or you will get nervous and 
lose your head. Confidence and the prop- 
er amount of practice will make each suc- 
cessive part of the dive more or lesa 
mechanical. The tension experienced by 
somtf divers is over when they spring, 
with others not until they outer the wa- 
ter. But this la chiefly n matter of tem- 
perament, for others feel no tension what- 
ever and appreciate each part, thu tilling 
of the lungs \vith air, the spring, the fall- 
ing through space and the entering and 
cleaving of the water. 


One of the chief dangers of high diving i 


is that of coming over on one's back. 
Divers often get the hacks of their legs 
fearfully bruised by neglecting to keep 
them quite straight and allowing them to 
bend backward from the knees. 


William Henry, secretary of the Eng- 


lish Life Saving society, says: "Accord- 
ing to the rules of the Life Saving socie- 
ty, framed for the purpose of the national 
graceful diving competition, a dive is de- 
fined as follows: A leap is made into the 
air. the body is then straightened almost 
horizontally, the arms are turned at once 
toward the water and the legs thrown up 
for the downward drop. On entering the 
water tho arms must be extended in ad- 
vance of the head, the forefingers must 
be in contact and the palms of the hands 
held downward. The thighs and the legs 
from the hips to the great toes must 1>« 
kept close together and the feet turned 
back. 
No dive is counted in which tho 


competitor when entering the 
water 


turns on his back."
